Rome. July 29.—Cardinal Logue, arch- 


bishop of Armagh, had an interview to- 
day with Cardinal Gibbons. When asked 
teday what he thought of the vbjection 
frequently mentioned against Cardinal 
Gotti being elected pope, he said that his 
being a member of a religious order 
would prevent him from dealing in a 
broad spirit with Catholic problems in 
America and Great Britain. Cardinal 
Logue safd to a representative of the 
Associated Press: 

“It is absurd. Cardina} Gotti formerly 
Was an internuncio and has mixed with 
the representativ Rthe various pow- 
ers. He knows th  ‘vailing conditions 
@6 well as anybody. Just because he is 
a Carmelite it does not follow that he is 
narrow-minded. Moreover, it is unrea- 
sonable to attribute too much weight to 
the personality of the new pope. Inter- 
national matters and international policy 
now are almost invariably settled by 
commissions of cardinals.’’ 

Suverstitious veople here find an omen 
in the fact that Cardinal Ramovolla drew 
apartment No. 58 which. in the book of 
the lotterv. stands for pope, and, conse- 
quentiv. they come to the conclusion that 
fate has marked him to be the next 
pope. Over the door of each of the ceils 
has been placed the coat of arms of the 
@ardinal who is to occupy it. Should all 
the sixty-two cardinals now in > Rome 
enter the conclave it will be the most 
numerously attended in historv.. The con- 
clave which elected Leo was attended by 
sixty-one cardinals. In the past popes 
have been elected by as low as nine. 

During today’s meeting of the congre- 
gation the forms to be used in voting at 
the conclave were distributed among the 
cardinals in order that they might be 
able to learn how to employ their ballots. 
After the meeting Cardinal Oreglia re- 
quested the cardinals to visit their cells 
and be prepared at tomorrow's meeting 
to. present any complaint which they 
may have.

Rival Masses Celebrated. 

Rome this morning was the 
scene of one of those dramatic con- 
trasts which are now so characteristic of 
the Eternal City. While at the vatican 
in the Sistine chapel a solemn requiem 
mass Was being intoned with all the 
solemnity the Catholic church can im- 
pose for the repose of the soul of Leo 
XIII, the spiritual monarch who claimed 
Rome as his capital, another and no legs 
solemn requiem mass was being celebrated 
in the magnificent patheon for the repose 
of the soul of the late King Humbert, 
the temporal monarch, the capital of 
whose kingdom was Rome. 

King Victor Emmanuel and the dow- 
ager Queen Margaret came here on 
purpose to attend the annual mass whicn 
is being celebrated on the anniversary 
of the assassination of King Humbert. 
which occurfed three years ago. The king 
drove to the pantheon. the well-known 
red liveries of his coachmen and footmen 
arousing oh interest among the peo- 
ple in the Streets and arrived there in 
time to meet Queen Margaret, who was 
@ressed in deepest black. The entrance 
and exit cf their majesties was witnessed 
by a large crowd. ; 

At Il o’clock the members of the muni- 
cipality of Rome, with the exception of 
those of their number who a few days 
ago went to the vatican to condole with 
the camerlingo on Pope Leo's death (as 
representative of the clerical party of the 
city government), visited the pantheon in 
a body and placed wreaths on the tombs 
of the two kings. 

Second Requiem Mass. 


The s@cond requiem mass in the Sistine 
chapel was,.termed the foreign mass. The 
cardinal who celebrated it was Cardinal 
Kopp. archbishop of Bresleau. a Gertman, 
assisted by three foreign cardinals, Gov- 
sén, archbishop of Mechlen; Gruscha, 
archbishcp of Vienna, and Perraud, bisa- 
op of Autun, and one Italfan cardinal, Di 
Pietro. The beautiful chapel overflowed 
as it did yesterday with the faithful. Tine 
vatican, as 2 rule, provides a carriage 
and horses for all the cardinals and all 
the horses are alike, black with long 
talls, but the authorities were not pre 
pared for so many cardinals and were 
obliged t® give the last 
horses.

In the evening there was a public pro- 
ceesién through the streets to the tombs 
of King Humbert and King Victor Em- 
manuel.

POSSE PURSUES 
FOLSOM CONVICTS 


Sheriffs Have a Brush with 
Fleeing Prisoners at Green- 
wood Creek. 


Folsom, Cal., July 29.—The posse under 
the direction of Sheriff Keena, of Pla- 
cerville, and Sheriff Bosquit, of E)dorado, 
had a brush with the fugitive Folsom 
convicts on Greenwood creek and a num- 
ber of shots were exchanged, but so far 
as can be learned nobody was shot. ‘The 
convicts avoided a decisive encounter and 
are supposed to be now working back 
in the direction of Coloma. 

Auburn, Cal., July 29.—Word has just 
been received that the escaped convicts, 
or, at least. some of them. are in the 
vicinity of Bulcher ranch. 9 miles from 
Auburn, It fs reported thit the convicts 
took forcible possession of a Chinese 
store near the Mammoth Bar mine and 
helped themselves to a quantity of pro- 
Visions. Miners along the river are gath- 
ering up their .i.tie bags and cans of gold 
dust and are hurrying to Auburn. Sher- 
iff Bosquitt, of Auburn, has sent word 
that the militia are pursuing eight of 
the convicts near Greenwood creek. 


PRESIDENT PARDONS FILIPINO. 


Emilio Villamor, a Political Pris- 
oner, Secures Freedom. 


Washington, July 29.—President Roose- 
velt* has ‘pardoned Emilio Villamor, a 
prominent Filipino, who in December, 1990, 
was sentenced to be hanged for murder. 
This séntence wags afterwards ewmmuted 
to ten years’ imprisonment. Villamor was 
a member of the insurgents operating in 
Luzon. They captured Marcilo Gadung, 
a native corporal of police, who, in ad- 
dition to being a corporal, acted as a spy 
for the American army, and this fact wis 
generally known. On one occasion, while 
within the enemy’s line he was captured, 
tried by court martial for being a spy, 
convicted and shot. 

Villamor was an officer of the insur- 
gent army and was on the courtmartial 
that tried and disposed of Gadung. It 
was for that Villamor was tfied and sen- 
tenced.. He has served a term of nearly 
three years. His nardon was recommend- 
ed by army officers and the secretary of 
war on the ground that Villamor’s offense 
was really political; that he was entitled 
to a pardon under the present amnesty 
proclamation of July 4, 1902. The presi- 
dent has.approved this reconrmendation.

Despite the inclement weather, they 
landed on the Mayo side of the bay and 
afterwards proceeded in a motor car 
through the picturesque scenery of that 
portion of Ireland,, inspecting many “°f 
the laborers’ cottages on the way. To- 


night the war ships in the bay are illumi-! 


nated and bonfires are burning on the sur- 
reunding hills. 

Tomorrow their majesties will travel by 
motor car through the Connemara coun- 
try. Queen Alexandra nas given the earl 
of Dudley $2,500 for distribution among the 
poorest people of Dublin and other parts 
of Ireland.

Danville, Ilils., July 29.—Eleven persons 
were arrested today charged with par- 
ticipating in the lawlcss outbreak of Sat- 
urday night when the jail was atiacked 
in. an effort to lynch James Wilson, a 
negro who it is alleged assaulted Mrs. 
Burgess, of Alvin. The grand jury has 
been ordered to reconvene on Monday to 
indict the leaders of the mob. A guard 
has been placed around the hospital 
where five men who were members of 
the mob are receiving treatment for-their 
wounds.

First Victory Won by Broughton 
Forces in Selection-of Judge 
George Hillyer as Moder- 
ator of the Meeting Over 
John hk.

Conyers, Ga., July 29.—(Special.)—The 
Tabernacle Baptist ¢hurch’s chances of 
remaining in full fellowship with the 
Stone Mountain Baptist Association seem 
slim this evening.

The matter, after a preliminary skir- 
mish in the morning, was made especial 
order for the afternoon. When the meet- 
ing reconvened after the noon recess, Dr. 
J. G. Walker, of Lithonia, leader of the 
opponents of “alien immersion,” opened 
the debate. Rev. Len G. Broughton, the 
ministeria] head of the offending church, 
followed. Dr. W. W. Landrum, of At- 
lanta, supporting him, spoke next, and 
when the meeting adjourned at 5 o'clock 
in the evening, Dr. 8S. Y. Jameson, of 
Atlanta, was in thé midst of a stirring 
speech against the mooted “alien immer- 
sion’ practices, but pleading for a com- 


promise in the case under discussion. 
Dr. Broughton announced at the close 


of the meeting that. he would leave at 
once for Atlanta, going from there to Bos- 
ton tomorrow. He goes at this time to 
fulfill an engagement to preach Sunday 
in the east. Many of the Atlanta dele- 
gates, or ‘“‘messengers,”’ also left Con- 
yers tonight. The Atlanta ‘‘messengers,” 
being the «strongest supporters of Dr. 
Broughton and the Baptist Tabernacle, 
will be missed when the contest is re- 
sumed tomorrow—especially so with Dr.

Opening of Convention. 

The convention opened for a three days’ 
session at 9 o’clock. Rev. J. M. DeFoor, 
pastor of the Rockdale church, called 
the meeting to order and John M. Green, 
of Atlanta, senior member of the execu- 
tive committee, took the chair to effect 
an organization. The anti-alien immer- 
scion forces wanted him for moderator,

He then defied the 
sheriff, who attempted to arrest him, and 
fled the country and has been a fugitive 
in Mexico and elsewhere since that time, 
having been in the regular army for 
three years.

SATISFIED WITH, WORK 
WAS. WOOD TRIES ESCAPE 


Five Shots Were Fired afid One Bul- 
let Entered Wood’s Body—He 
Makes a Statement—Mrs. 
Wood Captured On 
Hill Street. 


Walker J. Wood; bartender at ‘“Bili”’ 
Brown's saloon, 18 North Broad streei, 
lies at the Grady hospital probably dying 
from a pistol shot wound. His wife fired 
the shot yesterday morning a few min- 
utes before 8 o’clock. She has been ar- 
rested and occupies a cell in the Tower. 

At a late hour tast night Wood was 
resting easily at Grady hospital. 

The shooting occurred in a boarding 
house at No. 107 Marietta street, where 
Wood resided. His wife, from whom he 
had separated, lived at No. 78 Marietta 
street. Yesterday morning some time 
before 8 o’clock the woman slipped into 
the boarding house unseen and secreted 
herself in a closet opening into the din- 
ing room. She walted until her husband 
ate his breakfast and as he was prepar- 
ing to leave the room she stepped from 
the closet, pistol in hand, and without 
speaking a word she began firing. The 
second shot struck Wood on the right 
side of the abdomen. Five shuts were 
fired, but only one took effect. 

Wood ran from the house, and, stag- 
gering down Marietta street, he fell into 
the doorway of the Trio steam laundry, 
and from there he was taken to the 
Grady hospital in the ambwlance. 

Satisfied With Work. 

Mrs. Wood wat»hea: er husband as he 
rafr off; and, satisfying ‘herself that at. 
least one of her shots had hit the mark, 
she left the boarding house by a rear 
door and proceeded up Spring street. She 
held her pistol in her hand as she passed 
through the yard, and to a negro serv- 
ant she remarked, ‘‘I have shot my hus- 
band.’ No one tried to stop her. City 
officers and county deputy sheriffs took 
up the hunt for Mrs. Wood and about 
1:30 o’clock tn the afternoon she wag lo- 
cated at 21 Hill street by Deputy Sheriffs 
Dan Perkerson. J. T. Jones and N. A. 
Chastain and locked up in the Tower, 
The deputy sheriffs tracked the woman 
up Spring street to a store, where she 
ordered a cab. They found the cabman 
ana he informed them to what house 
she had gone. 

After her arrest Mrs. Wood stated that 
she had to shoot her husband because 
he had wrecked her life by cruel treat- 
ment and neglect, and she wanted him 
to die. She refused to make any state- 
ment for publication and made a special 
request of the jailer that no newspaper 
reporters be permitted to visit her. She 
gave as her reason for hiding out, after 
she committed the crime, a desire to con- 
sult a lawyer. 

The hospital physician pronounced 
Wood's wound of the most serious natura 
and probably fatal. The bullet entered 
his right side and passed into the ab- 
domen, ‘where it lodged. It is fearea 
vital organs have been pierced and there 
may be internal hemorrhage. 


Wood Makes a Statement. 

Wood made the following statement: 

“IT was not aware of my wife's pres- 
ence until I arose to leave the dining 
room. Then I saw her throw open a door 
which I had never seen before. It led 
to a closet under the steps. I thought 
it was a door to a vacant room. She 
fired the first shot before I knew what 
was going on. I do not think it took 
effect. She fired again and I felt the. 
sting of the bullet,, which struck me in 
the right side. It hurt awfully. I ran 
up the steps and heard her following ma. 
I did not know what she was about until 
she fired the shots. She emptied the pis- 
tol, I think, from the number of shots I 
heard.’”’ 

To this statement Wood added that he 
believed his wife tried to shoot him about 
two weeke ago. He was sitting on the 
front porch of his hoarding house, he 
staied, and he saw his wife pass and at- 
tempt to draw something, which he be- 
lieved to be a pistol, from a sack or bag. 
He ran into the house, fearing she would 
shoot him. 

Mrs. Wood has appeared before the pub- 
lic a number of times in different roles. 
She was first the prosecutor of her hus- 
band and appeared in the courts as a 
persecuted and badly treated wife. She 
next shot at a seamstress on Peachtree 
street, and then she was the jealous wife. 
Her next public appearance was in the 
police court when she was arrested for 
annoying a lady whom she claimed was 
Mrs. Ballinger, the seamstress at whom 
she shot. This time she was the.avenger 
of fancied wrongs. She lastly appears as 
the would-be slayer of her husband. Up 
to this last act she has managed to zo 
scott free. 

Lhot at Woman. 


About a year ago Mrs. Wood tried to 
shoot a Mrs. Mary Ballinger, who “wage 
erving as a seamstress in a residence on 
eachtree street. She stated at the time 
that Mrs. Ballinger had been the cause 
of trouble between her and her husband.. 
She fired five shots at Mrs. Ballinger, but 
failed to hit her. Mrs. Ballinger immedi-

VER A SCORE KILLED 
- AMD FIFTY INJURED 


Fourteen Frame Houses Shattered as 
Though Built of Cards—Wreck- 
age Takes Fire and Some 
Are Burned to Death. 

Many Injured. 


Lowell; Mass., July 29.—Two small gun- 
powder magazines, situated in the midst 
of the cottages of fifty mill operatives. 
exploded today, killing more than a score 
and injuring nearly fifty persons. Half 
a dozen men, who were loading kegs of 
powder from one of the magazines, were 
blown to pieces; four boys, 200 yards 
away, were killed by the concussion, and 
fourteen frame houses within a radius 
of 400 yards went down as though they 
had been built of cards. 
houses immediately caught fire from 
overturned stoves and burned. At least 
three persons were caught in the ruins of 
the houses and burned to death, while 
Seven or eight. who were taken from 
the fire died subsequently of their inju- 
ries. 

In all seventy buildings were destroyed, 
while windows for 5 or 6 miles around 
were pulverized. The report could be 
heard distinctly more than 50 miles away.

amadee Boulanger, Clarendon Goodwin, 
both employees of the cartridge com- 
pany; Mrs. Howard Burkett, Miss Mc-

The magazines were the property of the 
United States Cartridge Company, of 
Lowell. They were built of brick, about 
10 feet high, with a rounded roof of cor- 
rugated iron. They were constructed 
Some thirty years ago, in what was then 
a broad, open field, on the banks of the 
Concord river. During the last decade 
small wooden houses have spring up in 
the vicinity, cFowding aear to the two 
magazines until they surrounded them, 
except on the river side. The nearest 
house was scarcely 50 feet from the pow- 
der depot. 

One of the magazines was just within 
the roadside fence, while the other was 
an hundred feet behind it, near the bank 
of the river. 

A Marvelous Escape. 

Both magazines ordinarily contained 
two or three tons of gunpowder in tin 
Kegs, each keg being about 18 Inches high 
and a foot in diameter. The company 
has for some time been desirous of 
strengthening the floor of the magazine 
nearest the street, and this morning 
three employees of the company, three 
expressmen and two carpenters were sent 
there with three wagons to take out the 
powder and mend the floor. Two of the 
trucks were loaded when the explosion 
occurred. Clarendon Goodwin, foreman 
of the mén who were loading the pow- 
der, and his assistant, Amadee Boulan- 
ger, escaped death, although within 50 
feet of the magazine. Boulanger was in- 
jured and taken fo 4 hospital. He said 
the men went down to the magazine 
nearest the street to fix the floor and 
after two wagons had been loaded with 
powder it was discoverefl that a can 
of nitroglycerine, which was stored in 
the magazine, was leaking. 

Mr. Goodwin picked up what. he thought 
was a jug of water and began to pour 
it on the nitro-glycerine with the idea 
of diluting it and ‘washing it up. As 
soon as the fluid from the jug struck 
the floor he found that it was nitric acid. 
The floor at once began to smoke, and 
when the men saw it they rushed from 
the building, but had not gone 10 feet 
when the explosion occurred, 

The magazine was, therefore, the first 
tw go up, followed immediately by the 
gunpowder in the three teams, and sev-

L. Byrd, who conducted the common- 
wealth’s side of the case at the tria.

While the defense has subpoenaed over 
a hundred witnesses to impeach those 
who are testifying for the commonwealth 


the prosecu- 
tion is also securing many valuable wit- 
nesses that could not be secured during 
the first trial. 

Officers arrived today from Breathitt 
county with Samuel Little, who Is con- 
sidered a stronger witness ‘han efther 
B. J. Ewen or John L. Patrick. It Is 
stated that Samuel Little not only saw 
Jett and White just before Marcum fell 
and again after the shooting, but also 
that he witnessed the shooting In the 
court house. Little was arrested last 
night by the soldfers while in hiding and 
brought here today by a deputy. Little 
is related to Curtis Jett. John Freeman, 
another important witness for the com- 
monwealth. who is said to have fled 
to the mountains during the trial at 
Jackson Jast month, was also brought in 
by a deputy today.

A Sensation Sprung.

Trees 
were blown down; the grass within a 
hundred yards mowed as if by a lawn 
mower, while bricks from the two maga- 
zines were hurled far across the river and 
all over the neighborhood. 

Air Full of Smoke and Dust, 

For @veral minutes afterwards: the 
air was completely filled with smoke and 
dust, illuminated by the glare from the 
already burning houses. 

The work of rescue began at once, but 
in many cases the flames had already 
gained full sway over the crumpled ruins 
and several persons were burned to death 
before the debris which covered them 
could be removed. 

The property is situated just over the 
Lowell line, in Tewksbury, but the Lowell 
fire department did most of the work in 
caring for the wounded. Before a stream 
ot water was started from the engines the 
hose from all the wagons was taken out 
and the bodies of the wounded were 
placed in the wagons and hurried to the 
hospital, 

Ambulances soon appeared on the scene 
and assisted the firemen and all sorts .f 
vehicles were pressed into the service. 
Nearly forty persons were taken to the 
two hospitals within half an hour, while 
many more whose injuries were slight had 
their wounds dressed and remainéd on the 
scene, where they assisted in caring for 
the less fortufate. 

The explosion shook the city and within 
half an hour there were at least 5,000 
people on the scene of the catastrophe.

Bodies of Four Little Boys. | 

Two hundred yards further down the 
river from the second magazine the fire- 
men suddenly came across the bodies of 
four little boys who were about to have a 
swim. A fifth member of the party was 
in the river when the explosion occurred 
and escaped without injury.

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HAS ALABAMA — 
_ STATE FLOWER? 


Secretary of State Heflin 
Answers the Ques- 
tion. 


‘Montgomery, Ala., July 29.—(Special.)— 
Secretary of State J. Thomas Heflin has 
recently received several letters from 
prominent” women in this state concerning 
the state flower. An impression has gone 
out that the legislature at its session 
in 1892-3 adopted the golden rod as the 
state flower, and some controversy hav- 
ing arisen over the question, letters have 
been pouring into the office of secretary 
of state for information. . 

Mr. Hefiing has made an investigation 
of the subject and finds that in the act 
of the legislature referred to the legis- 
lation simply passed a resolution favor- 
ing the golden rod as the ‘national 
flower.’’ not as the state flower, There 
has been a very wide misunderstanding 
among Alabamans, especially women’s 
clubs, concerning this matter. Mr. Heflin 
says the legislature was induced to adori 
the resolution favoring the golden rod as 
the national flower through the influence 
of Mrs. Auroria Pryor McClellan, daugh- 
ter of the late United States Senator 
Pryor and wife of Colone| Robert Mc- 
Clellan, of Athens, in this state. 

The resolution referred to is a joint 
resolution offered in the house by Repre- 
sentative Wilson Brown, of Colbert, and 
reads as follows: 

“Resolved, By the house of representa- 
tives, the senate concurring, That the wild 
flower known as the golden rod is here>yv 
recognized as the national flower of the 
United States of America.”’ 

This resolution was approved February 
18, 1993. 

The erroneous impression as to the ac- 
tion of the Alabama legislature doubtless 
grew out of the following poem, whicn 
was published in an Alabama paper soop 
after the passage cf the resolution by 
the legislature:

joyment and pleasure, we see absolutely 
no ground for these statements. 

*‘Regarding the charge that the officers 
of the federation are politicians, we deny 
this emphatically. We recognize in them 
men who have devoted years of active 
work to the upbuilding of the labor 
movement.

TRADE BATTLE 
SURE TO COME 


Chamberlain Predicts Great 
Economic Fight in 
Great Britain. 


London, July 29.—The house of com- 
mons today passed the sugar convention 
bill to its second reading by a vote of 
-24 to 144, 

In the course of the debate upon the 
bill, Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, in 
defending it, said: 

“For twenty years we have tried to 
secure the voluntary abandonment of 
bounties. It was only when we caanged 
our policy and suggested retaliation that 
we secured the object for which we had 
Struggled so long and escaped a condi- 
tion of things under which Germany and 
Austria would be able to regulate the 
price of sugar to Great Britain.” 

Mr. Chamberlain said he believed tha 
bill would not increase the price of sugar, 
but, by giving greater stability and cer- 
tainty to the trade, would benefit the 
West Indies.

- of losing the American market, he 
said: 

“If we had only treated the West In- 
dies fajrly there is ne reason why they 
Should not pow be supplying us with the 
greater part of our demand. The govern- 
ment has a choice between prohibition 
and countervailing duties.” 

He believed prohibition the simplest 
plan, but should it become necessary 
he would take the opinion of parliament 
upon the question of countervailing du- 
ties. Mr. Chamberlain did not touch 
directly upon the figcal question, but in- 
cidentajly remarked: 

“We are on the eve of a great economic 
fight, and it behooves everybody to keep 
cool as long as possible and not turn an 
economic, jpto a personal fight.’’

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DYNAMITE USED 
BY UNION MINERS 


At Least Many Have Been 
Arrested on That Charge 


President of the Organization and 
Twenty-one Men Must Answer 
to the Charge of Setting 
Fire to the Sun and 
Moon Mine. 


Idaho Springs, Colo., July 29.—An explo- 
sion at the Sun and Moon mine near here 
wrecked the transformer house, set fire 
to the oil in the transformers, and re- 
sulted in a loss of several thousand dol- 
lars. Men were seen rurming from the 
mine after the fire was discovered and 
the watchman shot one of them fatally. 

Twenty-two -members of the minerg’ 
unton, incinding President Howard Tre- 
size and ofher officials, were arrested to- 
night, charged with conspiracy to blow 
up the mine. They protest ignorance ot 
a conspiracy and declare they advised 
the men to obey the law. They intimate 
that the destruction of the property was 
part of a scheme to cast discredit on the 
Western Federation of Miners. 

Twenty non-union men were working 
on the eighth level of the mine “at the 
time of the explosion, but none was tn- 
jured, 

The damage caused by the explosion 
amounts to several thousand dollars. 

After a meeting of business men to- 
night, 600 men of Idaho Springs went to 
the city jaf and took fourteen men who 
had been arrested for blowing up the 
mine buildings, meyched them ta the city 
limits and fold them never to return. 
The men driven out include the president 


of the local miners’ union and some of 
the subordinate officers,

Tennessee Cousins Seems 
To Have Edge on Ken- 
tucky Relatives. 


Louisville, Ky., July %.—Cousins have 
joined in what bids fair to be a long 
legal struggle over the possession of the 
estate of William H. Bryarly, the aged 
tobacco dealer who died here about six 
weeks ago leaving an estate of about 
$180,000. 

The controversy hinges on the differ- 
ence’ between the Kentucky and Tennes- 
pee inheritance laws. The Kentucky law 
includes the descendants of the next of 
kin, whfle the Tennessee statute gives 
the inheritance to the next of kin only 
when they are alive. If possession is to 
count for nine points of law in this case 
the Tennessee cousins have al] the best 
of it, for they recently possessed them- 
selves of a valuable package of bonds 
and securities left by Mr. Bryarly in his 
safety vault box at the Louisville Trust 
Company, and it is probable that by this 
time it is locked up somewhere over the 
Tennessee line, An injunction suit filed 
today by the Kentuckians elicited this in- 
formation. 

The Tennessée claimants are 
Geenn, Sr., of Clarksville; his son, 
James; Mrs. Patty Tinsley, also of 
Clarksville, and the heirs, if any exist, 
of R. P. Glenn, now dead.

Spanish Consul Has Been 
Insulted by Agents 
of Castro.

Port of Spain, July 29.—The Spanish con- 
sul at La Guayra, Venezuela, has been 
deprived of his exequator, according to 
passengers who have just arrived from 
La Guayra. 

The action Is the result of friction be- 
tween the consul and the.local authorities 
over the Spanish claims in his district 
against Vengzuela. 

The passengers say the local authori- 
ties established a commission to revise 
the claims presented by Spaniards and 
other foreigners to the mixed tribunals 
under the termg of the Bowen protocols. 
This commission, according to the state- 
meyis of these passengers, was composed 
of military °officers who were said to 
have been appointed for the purpose of 
intimidating witnesses. The Spanish con- 
sul requested the authorities at La Guay- 
ra to give him an authorization to attend 
the meetings of the committee, It is al- 
leged the prefect of thé commission, a 
former acter, repifed in a lettér in which 
he spoke of the consul! as ‘‘the representar 
tive of pillagers,”’ and. subsequently dis- 
tributed pringed copies of the letter in the 
Streets of La Guayra. The federal au- 
thorities are then said to have withdrawn 
the consul’s exequator without notifying 
the Spanish minister.

pany or the Bull Sluice Company officers. 

It is known that H. M. Atkinson, of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
has been in the north for the past few 
days, where he jis said to have held in- 
terviews with the owners of the Bull 
Sluice property; it is known that negotla- 
tions for the purchase of the entire cur- 
rent of the Bu!] Sluice Company have 
been in progress, and it is known that 
the Bul! Sluice Company has falled to ask 
the city for such franchises as would 
be necgsary to enable it to do either 
a light?ng or power business. 

Until Mr. Atkinson has been heard from 
it cangot be stated definitely that the 
negotiations have been completed. It is 
believed that he will be heard from dur- 
ing the next few days. 

The fact that the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company had placed an order 
for a 2,000-killowat steam turbine gave 
color several days ago to the rumor that 
the electric company had purchased an 
interest in the Bull Sluice property. The 
sicam turbine. however, had been pur- 
chased for 1904 delivery for the plant of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, and it has been rather well es- 
tablished that the electric qompany will 
not have an interest in the Bull Sluice 
property. 

The officers of the Bull Sluice Company 
have stated their willingness to sell their 
current to the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company for a fair profit and the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
officers have signified their willingness to 
purchase the current of the Bull Sluice 
Company if the electricity can be pur- 
chased for less than the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company is at present pay- 
ing to manufacture it. 

In addition to this, it has been ascer- 
taine that it is not the intention of the 
Bull Sluice Company to install a steam 
plant for generating electricity. This is 
believed to pe worthy of notice. It is a 
well-known fact that even companies 
which intend generating electricity by 
water power install also steam plants fot 
the reason that it is possible for all water 
supplies to fail and companies that are 
supplying electricity to cities cannot af- 
ford to take chances. It would therefore 
be necessary to install at Bull Sluice both 
a water plant and a steam plant. That 
has not been done and no arrangements 
have been made for installing the two 
plants. , 

The conclusion is that the Georgia Rall- 
wey and Electric Company will purchase 
all electricity furnished by the Bull Sluice 
Company, paying a profit for it and yet 
saving money. while the Bull Sluice Com- 
pany will not be forced to install a steam 
plant, as the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company will maiggain its plant and 
will have it as a resefve supply station 
{in the event the water power on the 
Chattahoochee fails. 

Considerable concern has been manifest- 
ed in the disposition that will be made 
of the Bull Sluice sroverty and the elec- 
tricity gwenerated there, and the fact that 
The Constitution is able to state with a 
considerable degree of vositiveness that 
the entire current of the new plant will 
probably be purchased by the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company will there-

Efforls To Bring About ising 
Are toiled,

Leader Is Captured and His Three 
Companions Are Killed — Men 
Were Urging Revolution, 
in the Province of 
Santiago. 


Havana, July 29.—The efforts of a quar- 
tet of wild characters to cause an uprising 
in the vicinity of Bayamo, province of 
Santiago, have ended in the capture of 
thejr leader and the killing of three men. 

For weeks the men had been attract- 
ing considerable attention in the vicinity, 
endeavoring to excite the people to trea- 
son and violence on the ground that the 
revolutionary forces had not been and 
were not likely to be paid. Yesterday the 
party was overtaken by a detachment of 
the rural guard and the leader and tite 
horses of the agitationists were captured. 
The other three men were pursued until 
late yesterday, when they were killed. 
Several shots were fired at the guard, but 
none of them were hit. 

The facts in the case were telegraph2d 
to Senor Yerro, secretary of the interior, 
by the governor of Santiago. Secretary 
Yerro says that this effectually ends the 
only semblance of an uprising in Cuba. 
Two of the culprits were former convicts. 
Only one of the party had beionged to the 


revolutionary army.

As a re- 
sult of the commission's action, it is 
estimated that the budget for the half 
year will be reduced from $5,209,408 to 
$4,216,165 for the insular departments, and 
for the city of Manila from $1,407,064 to

Condemned Man in Alabama 
Proves an Alibi and Is 
Respited. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 29.~(Special.)— 
Felix Hall, a negro in the county jail 
here, is perhaps the most cheerful person 
in Alabama tonight. He was to be 
hanged next Friday. The rope had been 
stretched and tested. Some of the prayers 
had been said. Hall was convicted of 
having killed a commissary clerk named 
Clark at Ensley three years ago. He was 
atrestef some time after the murder and 
to the last pleaded not guilty. He had no 
money and at the trial the court appointed 
@ young attorney to represent him, The 
negro’s stupidity and poverty and the 
lawyer's lack of time for preparation for 
tria) made it an easy matter to convict 
him, and he was sentenced to death. The 
attorney's sympathy became greatly 
aroused after he had gotten into the case, 
however, and since the trial he has been 
looking after his client’s interest. A few 
days ago he wrote the governor, begging 
him for a respite and informing him that 
the prisoner, whose neck was almost ifh 
the noose, was working on the Mississippi 
levee when the crime was committed and 
had never been in Alabama until months 
afterwards. The governor wired him ne 
would act on the advice of the trial judge. 
The attorney, Mr. Denegre, at his own 
expense, arranged to have several gen- 
tlemen, in whose employ the negro work- 
ed at the time of the murder, come here 
and identify him. Trial Judge Green, the 
attorney and the two Mississippi gentle- 
men, who had arrived, went together to 
the jaf) this morning. The 150 negro pris- 
oners were lined up and the gentlemen, 
without any hesitation, picked out the 
right man The governor was notified and 
he wired a sixty days’ respite.

WAR CLAIMS OF THE STATES. 


Georgia Claimed $30,118.07, and 
Was Allowed $28,914.99. 


Washington, July 29.—(Special.)—The 
annual report of the auditor for the war 
department to the secretary of the treas- 
ury gives the status of the claims of 
the several states and territories on ac- 
count of moneys expended for expenses 
incurred in raising troops for the war 
with Spain. The total amount claimed 
by all «#{ the states was $6,657,027.90. of 
this amount claims aggregating $4,223.- 
682.05 have been allowed and claims ag- 
gregating $1,568,359.57 have been disallow- 
ed. while claims amounting to $864,986.2s 
have been suspended and not finaliy 
passed upon. 

The report shows that the state of 
Georgia submitted claims aggregating $30.- 
118.07. Of this amount there has been 
allowed $28.914.99, while the amount dis- 
allowed is $1,208.08. Alabama filed claims 
amounting to $22,717.06, of which there 
has been disallowed $22.582.44, and but 15 
cents has been disallowed. while $134.47 
is the amount suspended awaiting final 
adjustment. The claims of Florida 
amounted to $10,408.61. of which $3,373.50 
have been allowed, $22,70 have been disal- 
lowed and $2,012.41 is the amount awaiting 


final gettlement.

The Man with the Hoe. 

This year the man with the hoe has 
got a long lead on the man who de- 
pends on manual arts and the opera- 
tions of commerce in barter and trans- 
portation. The farms of the west are 
teeming with crops that are record- 
breakers or very near to that point. 
Anyhow, the railroads already have 
more calls for cars than they can sup- 
ply, although since last season they 
have largely increased their carriage 
equipment. In the south the prospects 
are brightening every day for a crop 
of cotton fully up to the average and 
for prices in the fall that will make 
smiling faces from the Potomac to the 
Rio Grande. 

All these favorable things for the 
farmer and planter are due to causes 
that make weight on the other side of 
the national ledger and against the 
men who have to live by other arts 
and buy their living, clothing and raw 
stuffs from the men who draw on the 
reservoirs of Mother Nature. Aside 
from the natural increase of our own 
population we have this year more 
than a million new mouths to feed that 
have come to us from Europe. Only a 
small percentage of the owners of 
those mouths are going to the land in 
order to raise their own food. They 
come mostly from the congested many- 
facturing and city districts of Europe 
and are stopping in our cities to look 
for the sort of work they perfornd in 
the old countries. 

Consumption of foodstuffs and cotton 
goods is bound to increase every 
year, not only in this country, but 
abroad. The lands in the Orient and 
the increasing demands from overpop- 
ulated districts in Europe are calling 
for all the surplus supplies that we 
can send them. 

The system built up in this nation by 
the Dingiey form of protective tariff is 
responsible for the condition now and 
the worse condftions that will follow 
unless there fs found a way to keep 
an equilibrium between the producing 
power of the country and the purchas- 
ing power of those who are essentially 
consumers. This is the problem which 
the labor men of América have to face 
and which cannot be settled by how- 
ever many and however successful 
strikes for shorter hours and higher 
wages.

Senator Hoar Is Agin the Court. 

Senator Hoar has chastised Associ- 
ate Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, of 
the supreme court of the United States, 
for the latter’s deliverance of the opin- 
jon of the court in the Giles negro 
suffrage case from Alabama. 

With the senator’s complaint «that 
Judge Holmes is a Massachusetts man 
we have nothing to do. But his triti- 
cism of the finding of the court itself 
eomes very near to that dangerous 
precedent, in the senator’s own eyes, 
of the democratic denunciation of cer- 
tain acts—-say government by injunc- 
tion—attributed to the court.

Demolition of Tariff Wall Is 
Predicled in London, 


Governor Schuster, British Financier, 
Says This Country Is in Meas- 
, urable \ Distance of Free 
Trade—He Denounces 
Chamberlain Policy. 


London, July 29.—Governor F. G. 
Schuster, at a meeting of the Union Bank 
of London, limited, today made a lengthy 
reference to the British fiscal controversy, 
which met with the approval of a large 
gathering of city men. While he welcom- 
ed an inquiry into the fiscal policy of the 
government, the whole tenor of Mr.

Georgian Believes Maryland 
Democrat Will Be Nominated, 


Livingston Says Gorman Is Stronger 
in the South Than Any Other 
Democrat—Livingston Sees 
Bristow in Regard to 
Rural Delivery.

Washington, July 29.—(Special.)\—That 
Senator Gazman will be given the demo- 
cratic nomination fer the presidency 1s 
the firm belief of Representative Living- 
ston of Georgta, who has been discussing 
the outlook with democrats from all parts 
of the United States. 

Mr. Livingston said today that Senator 
Gorman was much stronger in the south 
in his opinion than any other democrat. 
There, might be a few localities in some 
of the southern states where the prefer- 
ence at present was.for some other man, 
but he believed that before the meeting 
of the convention the southern states 
would be practically united in support of 
Mr. Gorman. 

Mr. Livingston said that his talks with 
men from the north and west convinced 
him that Mr. Gorman’s strength was not 
confined to the south alone, but that he 
was regarded in other sections of the 
country as the strongest man who could 
be nominafed. Mr. Gorman is regarded in 
all parts of the country as a man on 
whom all elements of the democratic 
party can unite. In the opinion of Mr. 
Livingston he will poll the full strength 
of the democratic party if he is nominat- 
ed. Further than this there are evidences 
that he would bring to the sigpport of 
the democratic ticket certain elements of 
the republican party that are not satisfied 
with Mr. Roosevelt, 

It has been apparent, almost ever since 


| Mr. Roosevelt gucceeded tothe presiden- 


cy, that certain elements of the republi- 
can party were very much dissatisfied 
with his céurse. While the party leaders 
all agree that he must be renominated 
with few exceptions they would secretly 
like to see him replaced by some other 
man. They realize, however, that this 
cannot be done and while they will ac- 
quiesce in his nomination, their support 
ef him in the campaign cannot be as 
hearty as it would be if some one more 
acceptable to them were at the head of 
the ticket. 

The anti-imperialists to a man are op- 
posed to Mr. Roosevelt. In the aggregate 
they make up a considerable element in 
the republicay party and the democratic 
candidate can have their votes if he is 
not objectionable to them on other 
grounds, 

Conservative Men Oppose Roosevelt. 

Many of the conservative business men 
of the country are opposed to Mr. Roose- 
velt,. They are the men upon whom 
the republican party has relied chiefly 
for its campaign contributions. They did 
not iike Mr. Roosevelt's action in the 
coal .strike controversy anil they are 
afraid that his headstrong, impetuous 
character may result in bringing the 
United States into needless conflict with 
some foreign power if he should be 
elected to the pfesidency for four years 
more. 

On the other hand, Mr. Roosevelt may 
enter the campaign with the labor or- 
ganizations arrayed against him. He 
won a certain amount of favor from 
these organizations by his action in 
bringing about a settlement of the coal 
Strike last year, but it is not improb- 
able that he may lose their favor as a 
result of his recent action in ordering 
the restoration of Assistant Foreman 
Miller to the government printing office 
bookbindery. The labor leaders do not 
take issue with the president in regard 
to his declaration that the government 
service must be open to union and non- 
tnioh men on equal terms, but they do 
criticise him for not taking the trouble 
to look into the record of Miller and for 
restcring a man who was particularly ob- 
noxious to organized labor without in- 
aviring whether he was a fit man for the 
place or not. 

For all these reascns thoughtful men 
in the democratic party believe that it 
will not be impossible to defeat Mr. 
Roosevelt next year if the democratic 
nominee is the right sort of a man. The 
friends of Senator Gorman believe that 
he is the man who can be nominated 
y the democrats with the greatest 
Chance of success. They believe that he 
will not only bring to the support of the 
ticket all elements ih the democratic 
party, but that he will bring into the 
party more recruits than could .be at- 
tracted by any other man. 

Livingston and Rural Delivery. 

Representative Livingston, of Georgia, 
was at the postoffice department today 
discussing rural free delivery matters 
with Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bristow. Mr. Livingston is opposed to 
the policy which Mr. Broistow has adopt- 
ed whereby he proposes to limit the in- 
stitution of free delivery routes to routes 
which will supply mail to at least one 
hundred families. He is also opposed to 
the proposition to apportion the available 
funds among the Several] states, as is 
proposed by Mr. Bristow. 

Mr. Livingston contends that~ both of 
these propositions would operate against 
the southern states. He says it was the 
intention of congress to have the rural 
free delivery routes established in the 
localities where they would do the most 
good. The service was not intended for 
the thickly settled sections of the coun- 
try where there is sufficient postal busi- 
ness to justify the establishment of post- 
oftices easily accessible to all the people. 
Mr. Livingston says that congress in- 
tended that the rural free delivery routes 
should be so established as t6 supply the 
isolated people of the country with mail 
service. Mr. Bristow'’s idea seems to be 
that these routes should only be estab- 
lished in localities where the business is 
sufficient to enable them to pay for them- 
selves. Mr. Livingston thinks that this 
is a perversion of the intention of con- 
gress, and he says that congress never 
intended that the service should be self- 
suporting. He says that the next session 
of congress will take this matter up and 
will make it so clear that the service is 
designed especially for the benefit of per- 
sons who would otherwise be without 
mail facilities that it will be impossible 
for the postoffice department to construe 
the law otherwise. 

Mr. .Livingston is now insisting that 
even if no trpre new routes are inspected 
this year the service shall at least be es- 
tablished on fthose that have be@n in- 
spected and favorably reported upon. 


The Mel Cross Cases. 


Mr. Livingston also visited the war de- 
partment today in the interest >5f Mell 
Cross, a young man from Georgia who 
was recently sentenced to imprisonment 
by a courtmartial at Fort McPherson as 
a déserter from the a ge army. Cross 
cemies of a good family in Georgia and 
served with credit in Cuba and in the 
Philippines. hen his regiment returned 
from the Philippines he deserted at San 
Francisco, but subsequently gave Himself 
up. The evidence shows that Cross was 
injuflously affected by the climate in the 
Philippines and that his mind was so af- 
fected that he was not responsible for his 
actions when he deserted. + ee

NARROW ESCAPE 
FOR COLQUITT 


Well Known Atlanta Man 
Comes - Near to 
Drowning, 


Judge Walter T. Colquitt, United 
States commissioner and one of the most 
prominent young lawyers of Atlanta, 
came near,gdrowning in the surf at 
Wrightsville Beach Tuesday evening. He 
had gone out too far in the ocean, gotten 
beyond his depth and was being rapidly 
swept out by a strong ebb tide, when 
two gentlemen who were on the beach 
at the time, Messra MclIllhenny and 
Starke, came to his assistance and with 
the aid of a line managed to extricate 
him from his dangerous position. 

Judge Colquitt is one of the most pop- 
ular and well known young men Of this 
city and is prominently connected, For 
several years he has held the position 
of United States commissioner and filled 
this place in an eminently satisfactory 
way. He is a member of a prominent 
law firm and is known as a capable 
lawyer. 

He left Atlanta last Saturday for 
Wrightsville, intending to spend his 
vacation there and leave aside the cares 
of business life. His trip was to have 
lasted for two weeks. The following 
special from Wilmington, N. C., tells the 
story of the accident: 

Wilmington, N. C., July 29.—(Special.)— 
Judge W. T. Colquitt, of Atlanta, camé 
near drewning in the surf at Wrights- 
ville Beach yesterday evening. He got 
beyond his depth and was being swept 
out by a strong ebb tide when Messrs. 
H. H. MclIlthenny and J. B. Starke, who 
were on the beach, realized his peril. 
Both sterted to the rescue. 

Melilihenny kept Colquitt up until 
Starke could sw out to them with a 
line. They were 100 yards from the wa- 
ter’s edge. 

Colquitt was pulled ashore. Mclilhenny 
started to swim in, but found himself ex- 
hausted. Starke went out to him, carry- 
ing the same line Which had been used 
to save Colquitt. Both of them were 
about to go under when several men came 
upon the scene and pulled them in. The 
escape of all three men from drowning 
was very narrow. 


JUDGE FAVORS 
UNION LABOR 


Right of Strikers To Place 
Pickets About Plants 
Upheld. 


Chicago, July 29.—Judge Kavanaugh, in 
a decision handed down today in thé ha- 
beas corpus case of four strikers for vio- 
lation of an injunction granted to the 
Illinois Malleable Iror Works, @écided 
that labor unions have the right to place 
pickets, about a plant where a strike is in 
progress, and he also declared that work- 
men have the right to persuade workmen 
to quit work. The jurist furthermore held 
that sending mer. to jail upon affidavits 
that they have violated an injunction fs 
illegal. Judge Kavanaugh’'s decision is 
directly opposed to decisions rendered in 
the superior court. 


PLOT TO STEAL MARCONIGRAMS 


Outline of the Scheme of Germas 


Wireless Company. 

Berlin, July 29.—The German Wirelest 
Telegraph Company has issued a stat@ 
ment regarding Signor Marconi’s utter- 
ances on the possibility of the German 
company intercepting Marconi messages 
in England. The German company 
says all that is necessary is to erect @ 
strong station on the shores of the Baltic 
or the North sea. with attuned wires to 
Marconi’s station to Poldhu, Cornwall, 
and it would be impossible for Marconi 
to receive transatlantic messages. The 
statement concludes: 

“Such procedure for fighting the word 
monopoly aimed at by ~Marconi could 
hardly be called ‘rhicanery,”’. but more 
properly self-defense.”

House Gives $00,000 To 
Make Showing at St. Louis, 


Dunbar Resolution Is Passed by a 
Vote cf: 89 to 71, and Sent at 
Once to Senate—The State 
Will Retain Its Ex- 
hibits. 


The house of r“presentatives has voted 
to appropriate %50.000 for an exhibit. of 
Georgia’s agricultural and kindred re- 


‘ sources at the Louisiana Purchase expo- f 


sition at St. Loui’ next vear. The appro- 
pri@tion had a close call in the house yes- 
terday, but it was passed by a vote of 
8 to Jj. securing one more yote than the 
constitutional majority. 

The vote was announced amidst long 
and loud applause of the reverberating 
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REPRESENTATIVE DUNBAR, 
Of Richmond, Author of Resolu- 
tion for Georgia Exhibit at St. 
Louis: 
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kind, gnd in spite of a protest from Mr, 
Hall, of Bibb, by a vote of 9% to 4, 
the resolution was ordered immediately 
transmitted to the senate. 

The opponents of the measure, as well 
as those who most strongly favored it, 
voted against cutting the appropriation 
down to $25,000, its opponents believing the 
reduction of the amount would strength- 
en it 

Tt went through with only one amend- 
ment which provides that al! exhibits 
made by the state shall go into the state 
museum after the exposition is over. _ 

The resolution recefved the indorsement 
of the senate finance committee, by a 
vote of 10 to 1. at a meeting held ves- 
terday afternoon, and will probably pass 
the senate before the end of this week. 

Mr. Dunbar, of Richmond, author of 
the resolution. spoke briefly in reply to 
certain statements made vesterdav by op- 
ponents of the appropriation. He pro- 
Auced the house journals to show that 
“Messrs. Hall, of Bibb, and Bower. of 
Decatur, had voted for measures, which. 
he declared. were more questionable in 
their constitutionality than this. One of 
these measures, he said. appropriated 
money to make certain repairs and cor- 
rections on the Georgia monument at 
Chickamauga. Certainly. he said, that 
measure did not appropriate money for 
the support of the government or public 
institutions 

Mr. Dunbar then moved that the house 
reconsider Its action so that, certain 
amendments might be offered. There was 
some opposition to this frém those against 
the approvriation. but it finally carried. 

The house adopted an amendment by 
Mr. Conner, of Bartow. providing that all 
Of the state exhibits that are of perma- 
nent value shall, at the close of the ex- 
position, revert to the department of 
aericultu:e. to be deposited in the state 
museum. This does not apply to private 
exhibits, the expenses of which are paid 
by their owners. 

Ad the other amendments offered were 
lost. One of these was by Mr. Morton, 
of Jones. ‘“‘whereasing’”’ that. because 
Jones is a big county and has fine farms 
and pretty women, an appropriation of 
51.000 shoyld be made for a state ex- 
hibit at. the Jones county fair soon to 
be held at Bradley. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
moved the adoptien of this amendment 
and ealled for divisi when a viva voce 
vote was taken. ‘'. amendment was 
given somewhere in wteighborhood of 
thirty votes.

The Debate Concluded. 


Mr. Cann. of Chatham, made a brief 
sp@ech In favor of the resolution. after 
the previous question naj Neon eniied, 
Mr. Cann argued that there could be no 
favbt of the constitutionality of making 
euch an appropriation to ang through the 
agricultural department. He also strec<- 
ed theimportance of Georgia’s being well 
renresented at this exposition 

Mr. Conner. of Bartow. in speaking 
briefly for the appropriation. said he had 
at first opposed it. because he thoucht 
thére was great doubt about its constt- 
tutionality, but after hearing the sreeches 
of several members on this line. partion. 
larly that of the gentleman from Ribb 
(Mr. Hall). he had no’ doithbt that the 
measure is in thorough accord with the 
constitution. 

Mr. Nisbet. of Burke, concluded the 
debate in behalf of the resolution, strong- 
ly urging its passage. 

The resolution calling for an appropria- 
tion it. required a yea and nay vote, and 
the roll was called. At the conclusion of 
the roll call if was found the resolntion 
had only 82 votes. Six more were needed.

Jones Not a Candidate. 

Hon. Ed Jones, of Dougherty, an- 
novnces that he will not be a candidate 
for election to the next senate. as had 
been his purpose, and he adds that he :s 
seriously considering resigning his present 
commission as a member of the house. As 
to this last step he has not made up his 
mind. but his present inclinations are to 
tender his resignation before the next 
session; with regard to the senate, how- 
ever, he says positively that he does not 
propose to be a candidate. ss 

This decision on his part comes as the 
result of criticisms over his vote upon 
the convict bill. It seems that some of *he 
people of Dougherty have been deluging 
him with criticisms for the position he 
took on Tuesday, when, after voting for 
the substitute in preference to the Steed 
bill, he declined to vote for that substitute 
bill on its final passage when it lacked 
but two votes of the requisite constitu- 
tiona] majority and much pressure was 
brought-to induce him to help pull the 
bill through. . ; 

Mr. Jones explains that hfs attitude was 
thoroughly consistent. He did not thiak 
the bill as it game up for passage was the 
best bill that could be put through the 
legislature and for that reason declined to 
give it his vote. His action seems to 
have brought down upon his shoulders a 
lot of criticism, and in disgust he says he 
will not be a candidate for the senate. He 
says he has no certainty of the wishes of 
tne people of his countv an* s« *» 
divided, he proposes to .act in accordance 


with his best judgment. 


When he was nominated for the house 
this time it was with the genera] under- 
standing that he should come to the next 
senate. Rather than place himself fn a 
position to be harassed by criticisms 
from various sources he now has de- 
termined that he will not be a candidate.

To Investigate Penitentiary. 
Senatorg Comas, Sweat. Reid and Van 
Buren, members of a subcommittee of the 
senate committee on penitentiary, left 
yesterday for north Georgia, where they 
will inspect the penitentiary camps at 
Lookout, Dade and Durham. 


Want Pay for Committee Work. 

At the meeting of the house committee 
On penitentiary yesterday afternoon, the 
interesting question of compensation or 
expenses for visiting the state institu- 
tions came up, and the ccmmittee, by a 
large majority, adopted a motion by Mr. 
Franklin, of Washington, requesting 
Chairman Steed to ask the house to re- 
Scind its action of last year in passing 
the resolution by Mr. Davis, of Meri- 
wethef. 

For the information of some who May' 
have forgotten the tenor of the resolution 
of Mr. Davis, of Meriwether, that meas- 
ure simply provided that in future mem- 
bers of subcommittees appointed to visit 
convict camps and state institutions of 
all kinds should be required to present 
itemized accounts to the auditing com- 
mittee and should be allowed only actual 
expenses for making the trip. 

As a result of that resolution it was 


brought out yesterday and so stated by 
Chairman Steed, it has been practically 
impossible to get committeemen to make 
these trips when appointed. Two or three 
occasions were mentioned yesterday 
where there was only one committeeman 
to visit convict camps, when five or six 
were appointed. 

As a result of the Davis resolution and 
the fact that very few committeemen 
made these trips, there was a saving to 


the state last year of something like 


- 


$3,000. Mr, Davis, author of the resolu- 
tion, was nt at the meeting and 
brought out this fact. He stated that 
the resolution practically carried out the 
intent and purpose of the law on the 
subject, as it was never intended that a 
member should receive more than actual 
expenses. 

“If thie is the case,.”’ said Mr. Holder, 
of Jackson, ‘‘why not rescind the reso- 
lution? If it does nothing more than 
carry out the present law, of what value 
is it?’ 

It was stated that it had called atten- 
tion to the matter, and was in'the nature 
of instructions to the auditing commit- 
tee. As to its value the saving to the 
state last year was called to mind, 

Mr. Franklin, of Washington, and Mr. 
Carswell, of Wilkinson, both urged that 
the resolution should be rescinded. Each 
of them expressed the opinion that if 
they traveled on passes which were given 
them on personal grounds the state had 
nothing to do with that, and they had 
the right to charge up the gailroad fare 
to the sate. They felt that this right 
also existed where the chairman of the 
subcommittee secured transportation for 
the members. Mr. Thurman, of Walker, 
and several others took a different view 
of this feature. 

Another argument as to why the reso- 
lution should be rescinded and the mem- 
bers allowed to charge railroad fare 
when they travel on passes was that very 
few of the committeemen now take trou- 
ble te attend to the duties to which they 
are appointed. They will not do it, it 
was stated, unless they can get some 
compensation out of it, for it is hard 
work under any circumstances. 

The law allows the members of these 
visiting committees actual expenses not 
to exceed $20 in any case. Prior to the 
passage of the Davis resolution, every 
member appointed to visit any state in- 
stitution put In a bill for and received 
the full $20 This, it Is said. was even 
done by those who visited the Technologi- 
cal school. though they did not go out 
of the city. 

Under the action of the penitentiary 
committee, however, Chairman Steed will 
ask the house to rescind its action in this 
matter, which. it is thought. will leave 
the situation just ag it stood before the 
passage of the resolution. 

It was brought out during the discus- 
sion that each member of visiting sub- 
committees appointed from the senate, 
now receives the full $20, whether his 
expenses amount to that or not. The 
members of the house. or some of them, 
at least. want the matter put back on 
a “sauce for the. goose’’ basis. : 

The penitentiary committee of the house 
will hold another session today for the 
purpose of appointing subcommittees to 
visit the various penitentiary camps of 
the state. It is expected some of these 
subcommittees will leave for the camps 
Friday night. 


Van Buren Bill Approved. 
With certain modifications the house 


committee on genera) judicjary yester- 
day gave its approval to the bill by Sen- 
ator Van Buren, which has alréady pass- 
ed the senate and which provides that 
certain railroads shall have the authority 
to condemn private property for the pur- 
pose of straightening their rights of 
way. 

This bill affects principally the Atlanta. 
Knoxville and Northern, which +s con- 
trolled by the Louisville and Nashville, 
and the East and West railroad, controll- 
ed by the Seaboard, both of which are 
projected to be extended into Atlanta. 

Alex Smith appeared before the com- 
mittee in beNalf of the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern, and J. J. Spalding 
for the East and West, both of them urg- 
ing the passage of the Dill. 

The committee finally agreed to report 
the bill favorably, after amending it so 
that it shall apply only to railroads, 
at least, three-fourths of whose lines 
were formerly narrow-gauged, and it 
was further provided that the work pro- 
posed to be done should be done within 
three years from September 1, 190. 

The enactment of this legislation, it is 
stated, will bring two valyable coal roads 
into Atlanta. While they are operated 
now, it is gaid. in their present condition, 
their capacity to handle traffic is quite 
limited. 
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of the appropriatiOn came in just after 
the call had been concluded and voted, 
while one or two members changed their 
votes, turning in favor of the measure. 

The result was the vote in favor of the 
resolution finally stood 8§ to 71, and there 
was loud aid prolonged applause when 
this result was announced. 

Mr. Dunbar moved that the resolution 
be immediately transmitted to the senate. 

Mr. Hail, of Bibb, gave notice of a 
motion to reconsider ine action of the 


house, 
‘i'm going to fight this thing to a 
finish,’’ he declared. 

Speaker Morris ruled that it took a 
two-thirds vote to transmit immediatelv 
to the senate, the effect of such action 
being to shut off reconsideration. 

Tne house, by a vote of 98 to 4, then 
ordered the resolution transmitted imme- 
diately to the senate. 

“I give notice of a motion to reconsider 
the action of the house in ordering this 
measure immediately transmitted tg the 
senate,’ thundered Mr. Hall. 

But attention was ,called to the fact 
that the resolution had already made 
its exit from the house and was moving 
toward the senate at Nancy Hanks 
speed. It will not at present be brought 


back.

Approved by Senate Committee. 


The senate committee on appropriations 
took up the consideration of the house 
resolution, at a meeting yesterday after- 
noon and reported it favorably, after 
making one change in its wording.

Candler Compromise Brought 


Back to Lite, 


Will Be Offered as Substitute for 
Senate Bill — Uniform Text- 
Book Bill Displaced Under 
the Ruling of the 
Speaker. 


It was by a narrow margin that the 
house yesterday reconsidered its action 
in defeating the Steed bill and substi- 
tutes relating to the disposition of the 
atate’s felony convicts. But the house 
did ae predicted, and by a vote of 79 to 
78 the convict question as outlined under 
the Steed bill was brought back to life. 

There was only one object, however, 
in getting this measure back before the 
house. That was in order that the Cand- 
ler compromise, which went down in de- 
feat with the Steed bill, may. be offered 
as a substitute for the senate bili when 
that measure comes up for consideration. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, made the motion 
to reconsider, and stated the matter 
would go to the foot of the calendar 
if the house agreed to that motion. There 
was no desire, he said, to bring the Steed 
bill up again, and the enly object in 
view was to enalle those most inteSested 
to offer the Candler compromise bill again 
as a substitute. 

Mr. Steed, of Taylor, opposed the mo- 
tion to reconsider, as did also Mr. Mosés, 
of Coweta. They claimed sufficient time 
had already been given to the considere- 
tion of this question, and that the duty 
before the house now is to enact some 
legislation without further delay, to pro- 
vide for the disposition of the felony con- 
victs, 

Mr. Flynt, of Spalding, spoke strongly 
for reconsideration, Showing that the 
only object was to put life in the Candler 
compromise, as it is proposed to offer 
it as a substitute for any other measure 
on the convict question that may be con- 
sidered. 

The vote for reconsideration was 79 to 
78, and was announced amidst consider- 


‘able applause and cheering. 


Mr. Felger introduced a resolution pro- 
viding that the Clements bill, looking to 
reenactment of the present lease system, 
which has passed the senate, be made 4 
special Order fgr next Friday, July 31. 

Mr. Felder said the ‘‘Candler compro- 
mise’’ with certain amendments which 
were adopted in connection with it when 
the Steed bill was up, will be offered as 
a substitute for the Clements bill when- 
ever tfiat is reached for con:ssyseation. 
This will reopen the whole convict ques- 
tion On practicalfy the same basis ag it 
stood when the Steed bill first came up. 

For State Sanitarium. 

The house passed, by a vote of 129 to 21, 
the resolution by Mr: Howard, of Baild- 
win, appropriating $15,000 to the state 
sanitarium at Milledgeville for the pur- 
pose of putting in lights and building a 
necessary wall in connection with the two 
néw buildings at that institution. | 

Mr. Howard, of Baldwin, and MY. Reid, 
of Campbe!l, spoke strongly for the ap- 
propriation. Mr. Davis, of Meriwether, 
spoke in explanation of it, admitting that 
the appropriation was necessary. The 
committee of the whole promptly voted to 
repert the resolution back with the 
recommendation that it be passed. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, who had been pre- 
siding as chairman of the committee, se- 
cured the floor. 

“IT had. intended to vote for this bill,” 
Mr. Hall said, “but the action of the 
house in voting $60,000 for a junket to St. 
Louis, puts the treasury in a deplorable 
condition and I will not vote for another 
dollar of appropriations.”’ 

Mr. Willson, of Clay, made an appeal 
for the passage of the bill on the ground 
that these new buildings, which are bad- 
ly needed, will be of no use until] this 
money can be secured for the purpose 
stated. 

There are now about 550 persons waiting 
to get into the sanitarium, many of whom 
are in the various county jails, but noth- 
ing can pe done for them until these new 
buildings can be opened. The house 
promptly voted the appropriation by a 
good majority. 


Fight on Uniformity. 

There was a preliminary skirmish in 
the house yesterday on the guestion of a 
uniform text-book system for the com- 
mon schools of the state. The uniform 
text-book bil] had been made the special 
order for consideration yesterday im- 


| mediately after the reading of the journal. 


The Dunbar resolution relative to the 
St. Louis exposition appropriation came 
over from the day before as the continu- 
ing special order, and under another reso- 
lution the appropriation for the state 
sanitarium came up immediately follow- 
ing the Dunbar resolution.

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ELECTION BILL 
MEETS DEFEAT 


Railroad Commissioners Will 
Not Be Elected by 
People. 


The advisability of the election of rall- 
road commissioners by the people, instead 
of having them selected by the governor, 
as is now the case, furnished the theme 
for the principal discussion before the sen- 
ate yesterday. The net result was the 
overwhelming defeat of the election bill 
which had come from the house. 

The charge that the most certain result 
of elections by the people would be the in- 
jection of the railroad question as an is- 
sue in politics—and the control of the 
commission by the railroad corporations— 
was made by Senator Atkinson, who 
made a strong argument against the bill. 
Senator Davis, who took the contrary 
view. contended that it would be just as 
easy for the corporations to control the 
election of governor, and in that way s°- 
cure the appointment of their comumis- 


sioners. 

The sentiment of the senate was, how- 
ever, very strongly against any change 
in the present system. By a vote of 2 
to li the favorable report of the commit- 
tee was disagreed to, and on final passage 
the bill got but 10 votes to 28 against it. 

The dill was the special order for the 
day. Two efforts were made to postpone 
consideration unti] next week, but both 
were voted down. Senator Skelton moved 
to amend so as to do away with the 
qualifications provided in the present law 
—that one member of the commission 
shall be a practical railroad man and one 
a lawyer of standing—contending that 
under a system of elections by the people 
it would be impossible to inforce any such 
qualifications, as any man can be a candi- 
date for any office who desires to do so. 
Senator Tisinger opposed the proposed 
amendment and Senator Hopkins favored 
it. It was supported for the most part by 
the advocates of the bill, but got but 12 
votes. 


The Bill Defeated. 

The principal speech in opposition to 
the bill was made by Uncle Aleck Atkin- 
son. He said so far as he had been able 
to discover nobody was clamoring or 
erying for the passage of this bill, no- 
body was contending that the commis- 
sion was not an eminently fair and just 
body, doing everything in its power to up- 
hold the rights and the interests of the 
people. He argued that as a practical 
proposition it would be an easy matter 
for the railroad corporations to influence 
the nomination of some favorite at each 
election where there were a large num- 
ber of candidates for all offices and each 
candidate was looking especially after. his 
own interests. There would be nothing 
more natural than that the various can- 
didates for other offices would be willing 
to enter into such deals as might be 
necessary to promote their own election, 
and the final result would be the control 
of the commission by the corporations. 
As for himself, he believed that the pres- 
ent system wag best in every respect. The 
railroads are now dealt fairly by, but 
they are not able to contro] the commis- 
sion; they are held within legitimate 
bounds, and for one he hoped they would 
continue to be so heid. 

Senator Davis spoke at length in favor 
of elections by the people. He thought 
the people should have the right to name 
their railroad commissioners, as they did 
other officials. There was no. more dan- 
ger of abuse in the election of commis- 
sioners than in the election of judges 
and solicitors. There was the same pos- 
sibility of the railroads controlling the 
election of the appointing power, under 
the present system, as there would be of 
their controlling the election of commis 
sioners. He argued strongly for popular 
elections. 

Sefiator Atkinson moved the favorable 
report of the committee be disagreed to.

Salaries of Judges. 

The bill of Senator Comas providing 
for the increase of the salaries of su- 
preme and superior court judges was pass- 
ed ‘by the Tequisite two-thirds vote, after 
the adoption of an amendment proposed 
by Senator Skelton. 

As reported by the committee. the bill 
provided the salaries of justices of the 
supremeé court should be $,000 each and 
the salaries of superior court judges 
$3,500 each. Senator Skelton moved to 
amend by making the salary $4,000 In the 
first instance and $3,000 in the second. 
and this amendment was adopted. Sen- 
ator Skelton said he himself believed that 
the larger sums were only just and fair, 
but as some senators preferred the sala- 
ries named by his amendment, he pro- 
posed to cit these sums down. He ar- 
gued strongly for fhe proposed increase 
as being only fair and just. He pointed 
out that @ltice ‘the salaries had been fixed. 
not Only fia@ the cost of living increased 
grdatly, but the legislature had placed 
upon the judges the burden of elections 
before the people. He said that after 
meeting the legitimate expense of cam- 
paigning and the necessary traveling ex- 
penses, Judges could count on not more 
than $800 to $1.000 a year upon which to 
support their families, while the solicit- 
ors of their circuits could make about 
five times as much. He said that this in- 
crease in the salaries of the judges need 
not entail any Additional expense upon 
the state, as al] that is necessary is to 
provide that solicitors should turn their 
fees into the state and be paid a reason- 
able salary for their services.

GULFPORT GROWS. 


FINE MODERN HOTEL OPENED 
LAST SATURDAY. 


Structure Represents an Outlay of 
$300,00U0—Fine Oil Mill Under 
Construction and the ) edging 
of the Twenty-five-Fou.t Channel 
Is Nearly Completed: 


Gulfport, La., July 29.—Visitors who 
went to Gulfport Saturday to be present 
at the grandsopening of the splendid 
new (reat Southern hotel, found the city 
gror.ing rapidly. The opening of the ho- 
*el drew a large crowd Saturday from all 
along the coast, from New Orleans to 
Mobile. 

Gulfport is building up very rapidly. 
Arrangements have been made for a 
trolley line to the end of the pier, more 
than a mile from the hotel, the power to 
be furnished by the electric plant that 
will supply lights and power for the 
hotel, The Great Southern hotel is one 
of the handsomest in this section, being 
erected at a cost of $300,000, with 3v0 
rooms and fifty baths, equipped with an 
electric plant and all modern conven- 
iences. 

addition to the hotel a $200,000 oil 
mill is in. course of construction, while 
the dredging of the 25-foot channel, which 
has been under way for some fime, is 
about completed, thus giving the plucky 
little city deep water navigation. S8S. , 


yiine to the end of the pier will 


, Bollston, general freight and passenger 


agent of the Gulf and Ship Island rail- 
road, who has been to Chicago on busi- 
ness, arrived in the city last evening. 
ee of the growth of Gulfport, he 
said: 

“The city is growing fast. The dredg- 
ing of the channel to the Ship Island 
basin is about completed, a large oil mill 
and refinery is being erected, the Gulf- 
port Grocery Company is building a large 
ware house, and the Myer-Neville Com- 
pany, of Meridian, has opened a store in 
the First national bank building. The 
hotel is one of the most complete in the 
country, being equipped with electric 
lights, baths and all modern conveniences, 
and is elegantly furnished throughout. 
The opening took place Saturday, July 
2, with a full corps of white waiters, and 
a string band of eight pieces. Cyrus H. 
Clarke is manager of the hotel, which has 
230 rooms, fifty of which have porcelain 
baths. The house complete costs $300,000, 
and is fitted up with steam heating ap- 
paratus. The verandas and windows are 
all.screened with copper wire, barring the 
mosquito. 

“The ware house of the Gulfport Gro- 
cery Company will be 200 b-- 100 feet, 
built of brick. The oil mill in addition 
to manufacturing cotton seed oil will also 
refine its own product and that of all 
other mills in the state it can purchase. 
The mill building will be a splendid struc- 
ture, and the capital already invested is 
placed at $200,000. but it is believed that 
the E. Van Winkle Gin and Machine 
Works, of Atlanta, Ga., will put about 
$500,000 into the plant before it is complet- 
ed. The completion of the dredging will 
mark an epoch in the history of Gulf- 
port, and will give us a 25-foot channel 
from the pier to the Ship Island basin, 
300 feet wide at the bottom. The trolley 
be a 
novelty, because it will be the first trol- 
ley car in the city, and will tend to pop- 
ularize the pavilion, as it is too far for 
one to walk with comfort. The power 
generated by the hotel plant will be suf- 
ficient to run cars all over.the city, but 
I do not know whether it is the ultimate 
purpose to establish a system. 

‘The Gulfport Yacht Club regatta, 
which wili be held Friday, July 31, and 
Saturday, August 1, promises to be one of 
ihe most successful ever held. 1t will be 
participated in by all the yacht clubs 
along the coast between New Orleans and 
Mobile, including those cities, and while 
the new club house will not be complet- 
ed by that time, the building will be 
thrown open to the friends of the organ- 
ization from all over Loulsiana and Mis- 
sissippi.”’ 

The channel, which has about been com- 
pleted to the Ship Island basin, was be- 
gun three or four years ago, and an ap- 
propriation was made by the United 
States congress to aid in the work, which 
was first undertaken as a private enter- 
prise, Mr. Jones being assisted in the 
work by other persons of large means. 

Mr. Boylston is now endeavoring to 
have a sleeping car attached to the Gulf 
and Ship Island trains, coming down from 
Memphis and being turned over to his 
road at Jackson, and the indications are 
that he will be successful.

Those School Fund Lots. 


Editor Constitution: For the thet several 
days there has been a good deal in the news- 
papers about land lots 10 and 100, to which 
the state is iaying claim, and the writer de- 
sires to express some views upon this sub- 
ject. 

The writer holds part of one of these lots. 
When, on April | last, legal notie was 
scrved him by the state that it claimed these 
lots, he wrote a letter to the governor, calling 
his attention to the gross injustice of such a 
proceeding by the state, which proposed to take 


and in such a manner that the state did not 
aliow ome of its citizens againet another 
citizen; and asked. why, if the state had 
such claims, that it had not made them known 
long since, or adjusted them at the present 
time upon 4@n equitable basis without unneces- 
Sary dega] expense and’ complication, instead 
of making the 25 per cent contract with 
outside lawyers, as he had done, who would, 
by reason of the nature of the contract, in- 
stitute unnecessary legal! proceedings in or- 
der that they might obtain fees. 

The governor, through his secretary, re- 
piled that he had ‘‘no authority whatever to 
adjust upon an equitable basis the claims of 
the state as that is a matter entirely within 
the province of the legislature unti] the law 
is changed so as to vest the authority in some 
officer.’ 

I see by today’s paper that these legal 
waifs, to whom the governor stands as goid- 
father—these 25 per cent assistant attorneys— 
are before the judiciary committee arguing 
to prevent the legislature from protecting {its 
citizens in their property rights and from 
the payment of unnecessary attorneys’ fees to 
defend their rights against thé state: and also 
tos prevent the removal from the statute books 
of the law, in reference to prescriptive tities 
that has come down to us from the days of 
medieval barbarism, when no law existed but 
the divine right of kings—a law that is 
abhorrent to the feelings of every Ilberty- 
loving citizen and is out of all harmony on 
the statute books of any republican form of 
government. Also that these 25 per cent 
lawyers, with a keen eye to their per cent, 
have asked that if the legislature takes thie 
matter into their own hands and stops further 
litigation ‘‘that provision be made to compen- 
sate them for services they have rendered in 
filing these suits to recover the property for 
the state.’’ ' 

It is clearly evident from this that the fees 
are uppermost in their minds; and. they do 
not propose that the failure of eustafning 
any suits that they may institute by reason 
of lack of lega! skill and judgment, which 
the legislature may see, will prevent them 
from expecting fees for their services. They do 
not seem to take into consideration that by 
reason of these unwarranted instituted sutts 
from a legal standpoint. and unjust from a 
moral standpoint, the expenses to which the 
property holders and defendants are put to, 
hove had to pay out money, and can appea! 
to no one for reimbursement. 

I dare say that these 25 per cent lawyers— 
foster children of the governor—when they ask 
pay for their earvices (under any and all 
circumstances) disregarding the helpless de- 
fendants in these amses, can say to these 
unfortunates what their foster-father, the gov- 
ernor, wrote through hie secretary to the un- 
flersigned that he ‘‘learned with regret that 
you are in possession of land lot which has 
never been granted by the etate.’’ 

Doubtless this crumb of comfort and conso- 
lation from such high source would amply 
ecmpeneate any private citizen for: any mon- 
eys that hé might have had to pay out in 
defending himself from the legal vandalism of 
the state. 

The whole thing seems to be in harmony 
with the advice of Iago, ‘‘Put money in thy 
purse, Roderigo, put money in thy purse. 
Honestly if thou canst, but put money in thy 
purse.’”’ wy M. McINTOSH.

New York, July 29.—Prices were well 
maintained during the forenoon, though 
the absence of specalation was notable 
and exceeding dullness prevailed at 
times. Reports of the new crop are very 
favorable and indicate earlier receipts 
from it than had been supposed. But 
the undertone of strength proved the 
greater factor, and after holding prices 
steady during the forenoon advanced 
them sharply later in the day. New 
Orleans buying of new crops showed 
that the short interest is considerable, 
since the local demand increased on the 
improvement.

Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 29.—Early Liverpool ca- 
bles were quite satisfactory, being from 3 
to 8 points higher.

We have seeg nothing in the 
immediate outlook to c&vse an advance 
during the month of July, and yet 
prices are higher now than they were 
a couple of weeks ago. We do look for a 
decided advance in the level during the 
next three or four weeks. It may amount 
to a 30-point, it may amount to 2 6-point 
advance, and we may have a market 
that has not been seen for many years. 
If anything happens to this crop 12c 
will be a very small price for the spin- 
ners to pay for cotton.

Bruce, Jones & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 29.—Initial prices show- 
ed little change from the previous ciose, 
the later options being unchanged, and 
the nearby positions being slightly higher, 
the cables were about as expected, show- 
ing a fair response to our advance of yes- 
terday. In the first hour prices advanced 
slightly on short covering, but there was 
cotton for sale at the higher levels and 
the market gave way to renewed offerings 
by the bull crowd.

Apparently she is bearing in mind, 
as is the case here, that the season is far 
advanced, and that the chances for mak- 
ing a big crop are by no means as good 
near the first of August as sixty days 
earlier. Every day seems to favor the 
bul] side, and it Is doubtful whether the 
August bureau report will show much 
improvement over last year.

FOR HUSBAND 


Mrs. Sahli Sues Father in 
Law on Unusual 
Charge. 


Charging that G. G. Sahli.offered Frank 
Sahli, his son and her husband, the sum 
Of $25,000 to leave her, and also making 
other sensational charges along this line, 
Mrs, Finnie Sahli yesterday brought suit 
for $15,000 damages against G. G. Sahii, 
a well-known merchant. 

Mrs. SaBli, who is a girlish wife of 
but 18 years of age, declares that as a 
result of the persuasion and charges of 
her father in law, her husband quit her 
on June 1, of the present year, and that 
he has been caused to take to drink and 
to become a drunkard. The youthful 
wife asserts that the interference of her 
father In law with the marital rejations 
of herself and husband caused the sep- 


}aration and she is now seeking to hold 


him legally responsible. 

The petition states that Sr. and Mrs. 
Sahli were married on April 7, 1901, at 
which time the latter was but sixteen 
years of age, and that two or three 
months after the marriage, G. G. Sahli, 
the father in law, be@en to interfere with 
the relations between the husband and 
his young wife, persuading his son to 
leave his bride and become divorced. 

Mrs. Sahli charges that Sahli offered 
his son $25,000 to quit her and that he 
sent him away to Gainesville, Greenville, 
5. C., and other points in an effort to 
separate them. It is alleged further that 
Sahli told his son that Mrs. Sahli was 
unsuited and unfit to make him a wife; 
that she was not his equal, and that he 
Should not longer live with her; also 
telling him that his wife’s father and 
mother were not of sufficient’ social 
standing for him to live with her; that 
he was disgracing himself by living with 
her, and it is claimed that the defendant 
oftentimes referred to the girlish wife 
and her parents as ‘“‘the gang.’” Mrs. 
Sahli also asserts that Sahli threatened 
to disinherit her husband if he did not 
leave her. 

She states that she loved her husband 
and that he loved her and that their 
marriage relations proved pleasant until 
the interference of her father in law. 
The suit was filed by Attorney Sidney C. 
Tapp.

Lum Lihg are.the proud possessors: of 
three happy, bright-eyed children, js al- 
ways looking out for the best interests 
of his family. 

Lum Ling is very proud of the fact 
that he lives in America and in Atlanta, 
and that his children were born in this, 
which he says is the freest ‘‘countree” in 
the world, and he intends to protect his 
three young almond eyes—George, Char- 
ley and May—for the future so that no 
one can ever dispute that they were born 
in this country. 

Within the past few days, with the 
assistance of his attorney, W. A. Fuller, 
Jr., he has been preparing affidavits to 
the effect that all hs children are natives 
of America. Yesterday M. O. Markham, 
collector of customs for the “port” of 
Atlanta, signed the papers which set 
forth that these three young Chinese: 
are native born Americans, and that 
their father and mother are persons of 
integrity and law-abiding inhabitants of 
this community. 

Lum Ling knows 


that the laws do 


| 


not provide for the naturalization of 
Chinamen and that there is no such 
thing as recognizing them as American 
citizens, but in case the law ever allows 
this his children will have official papers 
which will set forth their claim to citi- 
zenship. 

Another reason why he Iead the affi- 
davits drawn and signed is to protect his 
childram in case they ever travel. They 
will now have a sworn statement of a 
United States official to the effect that 
they were born in America, so they 
can In the future come and go at will 
notwithstanding the immigration laws 
which affect their countrymen born in 
the Orient. 

The names of the three children as 
they appear in each of the affidavits are 
Lum George, Lum Charley and Lum May. 
Now, if they were American children 
their names would be George Lum, Char- 
ley Lum and May Lum, but the China- 
man gets the ‘‘befrdnt’” behind in names 
as in all other things, so their surnames 
come first and their given names last. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lum Ling live with their 
bright children at 181 Whitehall street, 
and there is no happler family anywhere 
in Atlanta.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 


The rumored flight of Prince Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria from his throne in Sofia was 
the topic of discussion in the group as- 
sembled in the hotel corridor. 

“This is a mere rumor, of course,” 
marked a lawyer, who is something of a 
student of world politics, ‘but I wouldn't 
be in the least surpriked if it were true. 

“There is remarkable move- 
ment afoot just nofy in those queer little 
semi-Oriental Balkan states. Look at the 
map of Europe ant— ll see that 
they lie in between Austrigz, Hungary, 
Russia and Turkey. They dre surround- 
ed. by nations and peoples among whom 
the paling flame of absolutism and au- 
tocracy burns brightest, and,.yet today 
these plgamy states feel a restless yearn- 
ing for liberty and a chafing under any 
government that emanates from another 
source than the people. 

“The Belgrade assassination is too re- 
cent to need comment, Every ohe knows 
it was directly attributable to the high- 
handed methods of Alexander and his 
disliked queen, who attempted to foist 
absolutism on the Servians, for which 
the people, their subjects, hungry for 
liberty, slew them in their palace. 

“Servia lies just to the southeast of 
Hungary, and Bulgaria adjoins it on 
the east. Roumania forms the northern 
boundary of Bulgaria, the Black sea the 
eastern and Turkey the southern. Prince 
Ferdinand was elected in 1887 and has 
had a trying reign. He was only in his 
twenties when crowned, but he has been 
faithful] to his trust, industrious and en- 
terprising. Success has crowned -his ef- 
forts and Bulgarian prosperity grown. 

“There are two parties in this princi- 
pality, one favoring Russia; the other 
Turkey, the nominal allegiance being ac- 
corded to Turkey. Several months ago 
a new ministry went into office, with 
General Petroff, who is opposed to Rus- 
sian encroachments, as prime minister. 

‘Perhaps it is the Russian party, fear- 
ful of present tendencies, which caused 
Ferdinand to flee, if he has fled, but 
more likely it ts a spirit of restlessness 
among the people, a republican spirit in- 
imical to monarchical institutions. The 
assassination of Alexander and Draga 
may have brought the situation to a 
head by one of those inexplicable psycho- 
logical phenomena. It is hard to base a4 
judgment on meager rumor, but one 
thing is certain, however—the microbe 
of liberty is germinating in the: little 
Balkan states, bemmed in as they are 
by the great autocratic powers of Eu- 
rope. What shape the movement will 
take ang what its end is yet uncertain.” 

Colone} J.. Pope Brown, of Hawkinsvil!e, 
was a visitor in Atlanta yesterday and 
had something to say in regard to not 
weather. 

“T see,”’ said the colonel, ‘“‘that Atlanta 
is claiming to be the refrigerator of the 
earth these warm days, but as a matter 
of fact Hawkinsville has Atlanta badly 
beaten in the matter of delightful cli- 
mates. Perhaps, though, next to Haw- 
kinsville, Atlanta is the best place in the 
country to stay during the summer. 

“If people would only be a little more
